The Week at Edmonton 

Tho Legislature In the second week 
of the session are getting down to 
nard work and evening sittings art 
announced for next week. Two main 
subj'act.s have occupied the memberr 
during the last five day.i; on Monday 
the Premier moved the second read 
ing of the Natural Resources Bill in 
a speech of one and a half hour': 
duration; and on Tuesday the Pro 
vinclal Tr easurer, the Hon. R. G. Re d 
brought down his ninth annual bud 
get. 

The Premier dealt fully wth th~ 
whole matter of the tran.^fer of th ’ 
natural resources to the province. 
The actual transfer will require r.n 
immcn.se amount of clerical work bu. 
since the Manitoba government ex • 
pects its resources in time for tho 
celebration of the 60th anniversary of 
the province this July. Alberta thou! 1 
receive hers by then. Mr. Brownie > 
gave a sketdi of the whola history cf 
the negotiations which began prac¬ 
tically with the establishment of tho 
province in 1905. In 1913 and aga‘:i 
in 1925. settlement seemed near biG. 
failed over the question of subsidy. 
The present agreement provides for 
th3 payment of annual subsidies in¬ 
creasing ^o $1,125,000 in perpetuity, 
and for consideration of additional 
claims for lands given to railway. 
The agreement involves the transfe • 
of approxifnately 100.000,000 acres 
of land, including forest r3scrvcs, coal 
lands, tar sands, and petroleum right::. 
Of the total 87,899,000 n.crc3 of s\ir- 
vcyed land in the province, 15,0r0,000 
have not yet been alienated. Of th3 
remaining 73.982,000 acre.s unsurvey- 
cd much is valuable for farm la id ai 
well as for other purposes. The trans¬ 
fer involves handing over approx'- 
mately $10,000,000 in school land: 
and there are no strings attschec. 
The ' Jatlonal Parks less 1,089 squir** 
mile.!, remain under Federal contro* 
as do the Indian Rcrarvations. Thi: 
is the best arrangement for the pro 
Vince as the Dominion Government 
spending large sums on these play 
grounds thus attracting groat num¬ 
bers of tourists to the province. Th • 
debate on the bill will probably begin 
on February 17. 

In his budget speech the Provincia 
Treasurer estimatcej that with no ticv 
laxes and no reductions Iho fi.-:cnl 
year ending Mar. 31,1931 will ph>w r 
surplus of $73,741 as compared wit!

Fascinating Links In 
Canada^s History 


Ottawa, Feb. 20, (Special to the 
Recorder —Recent visitors abroad 
tell, as one of the interesting bits of 
a tour, of the visit through Windsor 
Castle. There the visitors arc allowed 
to roam through all the private rooms 
of Their Majestic:! palace and this 
privilege is availed of by neatly every 
Canadian tourist. One of the remark¬ 
able pieces on display at Windsor 
Castle Is the Queen’s Doll House 
which was presented her In 1924 by 
the people of Canada. 

The doll house is enclosed behind 
a railing, and is In a glasg case, with 
one side open so that the visitors may 
V 3w the many marvels of the house. 
It Ig 8 feet long and five feet high. 
People of Canada are especially In¬ 
terested in the doll housg' bccauso 
when it was presented to Queen Mary 
a few of the accessories had been 
made a trifle too large for accomm¬ 
odation in the house and in the neigh¬ 
borhood of sixty articles were sent to 
Uic Dominion Archives at Ottawa. In 
Ottawa they arc enclosed In a case 
and behind the case are pictures of 
the doll house. 

It Is a masterpiece cf miniature 
realism and includes bedrooms, bath 
rooms, with hot and cold running 
water, nurseVles. garage library, din¬ 
ing room and kitchen all furnished 
and decorated In most perfect taste. 
There arc 30 rooms and over 1500 
leading artists, authors and crafts¬ 
men lavi.shed time and care on the 
countlc.ss treasures contained. In the 
slop'ng roof of tho house 3,800 tiny 
old Delabolc slatc.i were used which 
had toen quarried In North Cornwall. 
Tlvj house is perfect In every detail. 
Th^ elevators arc in running order, 
there is electricity and the piano 
sev/ing machine all aro In order. The 
grand piano in the drawing room ie 
a mast-erpiece and on account of the 
tiny part.: w'hich only a fairy could 
play, coat more than an ordinary 
grand piano. 

In the library are 200 miniature vol 
nmes to which 170 authors contibuted 
In the King’.s bedroom is a portrait 
of Princess Mary painted by Ambrose 
McEvoy. There are 760 miniature 
water colorings, etchings and draw- 
lng.s. 

To one who had not the privilege 
cf seeing the Doll’s house when It 
was in Canada, it s enlightenment to 
see tho parts which have been given 
! Canada. There arc two tiny jars con 
I taining strawberry jam and marmal¬ 
ade, which are so small that a mag¬ 
nifying glar.s has to be u.sed to see 
what they contain. Then there is a 
checker board, a silver tea service, a 
toilet set, an ink stand, blotter, pen¬ 
cil and ccl.ssors, on umbrella .stand 
containing six minaturc parasols, a 
Bible, pov/der puff, soap dish, atomix- 
cr and lamp. 

The.se articles should be seen by 
any who visit the Archives to view 
the treasures which are contained 
Lh-creln.
